Many of the inhabitants sought 
safety in numerous junks in the harbor, but 
in putting out to sea the torpedo boats of 
the Japanese navy opened fire and sunk 
them. Those who remained in town did so

were left to assist the Japanese in burying 
the dead: Old men and young boys quffered 
alike.

CONGRESS TO AOCT. 


— — 5 
Reilly Bill for Extending the Debt to Be 
Debated at This Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.—By ar- 
rangement with the Committee on Rules, 
the Reilly bill for extending the debt of the 
Pacific railroads to the Government will 
be given two days’ debate in the House dur- 
ing the latter latter part of this month. 
The opponents of the measure, confident of 
the strength of their position, would like 
to have the time extended to at least four 
days, but have been unable thus far to gain 
their point. The main object. of the Reilly 
bill is to release the estates of the Big Four— 
Stanford, Crocker, Huntington and Hop- 
kins—from their individual lability in con- 
nection with the looting of the Centra] 
Pacific Railroad. Even on the surface the 
measure is not, as t claims to be, one for 
the settlement of the debts of the Pacific 
Railroad to the Government, but one which 
will extend those debts for a period of fifty 
years, at phe os — of interest than 
money can orrowed for in th 
bond market in ‘the world. — 

The fate of the measure depends more 
upon the indifference of a majority of mem- 
bers in the House than upon either its active 
supporters or its active opponents. Not one 
member in four is conversant with the de- 
tails of the bill to be now sent to the ca)- 
endar and not one member in ten is familiar 
with the history of the Pacific Railroads, 
and their indebtedness to the Government. 

These members who recognize the funda- 
mental difference between the debt of the 
Union Pacific and that of the Central Pa- 
cific to the Government are forced by the 
omnibus character of the Reilly bill to op- 
pose it as a whole, unless they should prove 
strong enough to amend # on the floor of 
the House. The fact that the amendment of 
so technical a measure, injsuch form that 
the amendment will best serve the Govern- 


} ment’s interest, is regarded by many mem- 


bers as being difficult, if not impossible, 
practically compels the opponents of the 
measure to seek its defeat, throwing upon 
the Administration the inevitable duty of 
foreclosing on the Government debt, and 
suing Huntington and the Stanford estate. 
The Crocker and Hopkins estates are by 
lapse of time exempt from suit. 

Opponents of the Reilly bill, who do not 
wish the Government to become possessors 
of railroad property, say that they will 
make an attempt to substitute the separ- 


ate Olney bills from the omnibus Reilly 


bill when that measure becomes open for 
amendment. It is questionable if the sub- 
stitutes are strong enough to displace the 
committee measure for the coherence of the 
opponents of that measure has not de- 
veloped any united front in favor of an al- 
ternate proposition. 

’ LOBBYISTS AT WORK. 

The Huntington lobby is working with its 
customary skill and secrecy. ere are 
more members who will become statesmen 
out of jobs after the 4th of March than in 
any Congress in twenty years, and it is 
upon these, the ephemeral and generally 
impecunious politicians, that the lobby lays 
its delicate hands. It has been a well- 
known fact in inside circles in Washington 
that the short terms of Congresses fol- 
lowing landslides have been the occasion 
when the most flagrant jobs have been 

ed to a successful issue by methods 
only too well known in Congressional lob- 
bies. The interests of the Government in 
the matter of the Pacific railroads, how- 
ever, will be defended by a group of thor- 
oughly posted men who have for years 
made their political fight against the Pa- 
cific road combine, and are not to be fright- 
ened from their purpose or led astray by 
littering offers. Prominent among these

The list of 
deaths and injuries from street car acci- 
dents in all cities where rapid transit has 
been developed is appalling. It is aston- 
ishing that the people should have borne 
se long with such recklessi disregard of 
life and wanton violation of public rights, 

Unfortunately a special law is needed 
to define the responsibilities of the street 
car corporations and to enforce their ob- 
ligation’. It is for this reason that the 
Post-Dispatch. appeals for popular in- 
dorsement by petition of the fender bill 
and the prompt adoption of it by the 
Municipal Assembly. The slaughter of 
the helpless must be stopped.

THE CLUB CRAZE. 


One of the most striking features of 
modern life is the growth of clubs. For 
years the club fever was confined to the 
male sex, but now it has affected the 
more perfect half of humanity, and we 
have clubs not only for men but for 
women, and alsowfor men and women. 
We have dining clubs, card clubs, wine 
clubs, reading clubs, art clubs, book 
clubs, dancing clubs, reform clubs, social 
science clubs, Wednesday clubs, clubs for 
every possible purpose in the world and 
clubs for no purpose whatsoever. It 
seems impossible for the nineteenth cen- 
tury man or woman to uplertake any- 
thing out of the daily routine without 
organizing a club and setting up a con- 
stitution and by-laws. 

And yet in spite of the endless dniie 
that has been made of these organiza- 
tions, they are still performing a useful 
part in the development of the human 
race. They are drawing in poor, narrow- 
minded human beings out of our limited 
routine of house and shop and are making 
us come in contact with people of widely 
different nature whom we would never 
otherwise meet; people who in the end 
teach us how great is the world and how 
weak the single individual. And also in 
these organizations this weak individual 
learns what great powers he has when in 
combination with others. In them women 
find out that there are other things in 
the world besides the three D’s—‘“dirt, 
dinner and domestics’’—and- men that 
there are other interests of equal if not 
greater value than those of his narrow 
line of business. 

Of course these clubs are frequently 
the scenes of bitter quarrels, heart-burn- 
ings and struggles for precedence; but 
these are nothing but the sparks struck 
forth from the contact of dissimilar 
natures, and in the long run the good 
achieved far-outweighs the incidental 
evil. 

And, whatever the cynics may say, 
clubs will continue to flourish. For com- 
bination is the order of the day. 


JAPANESE CIVILIZATION, 


The horrible massacres at Port Arthur, 
as first told to the world by the special 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, and 
fully confirmed since from other sources, 
have given the so-called “civilization of 
Japan” a very black eye indeed—and, as 
usual in such cases, popular condemna- 
tion is as unreasonable as it js severe.

It is not quite forty-one 
years (March 31, 1854} since the American 
treaty threw Japan open to the five great 
Western powers as the result of commo- 
dore Perry's successful expedition. Much 
progress has been made in that time of

And not many months ago the President 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad said, in effect, that while, as 
private gentlemen, he would trust his 
brother railway presidents even to the ex- 
tent of his entire fortune, yet, in their 
capacity as railroad managers, he could 
not believe a word they said. 

This doubleness of man’s nature is as 
old as the human race, and one could 
quote countless other examples. It has 
always puzzled mere theoretical moral- 
ists, and yet it is based upon one of the 
deepest lying facts of human nature. 
Dvery man has two selves, the one pri- 
vate and personal, the other public and 
practical. Only a few rare beings are 
able to bring the two into harmony, not 
to speak of unigpn. And has it not even 
been said that no man is a hero to his 
valet?” As for the majority of men; they 
make no effort at consistency, and with 
them “Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde“ take 
their turns regularly. Some of the worst 
oppressors and tormentors of suffering 
humanity have been the most tender and 
loving husbands and fathers. It is on 
account of this characteristic of human 
nature that men at the head of great cor- 
porations either deliberately or through 
criminal negligence can cause untold 
desolation, suffering and loss of life, while 
at the same time in their private capac- 
ity they can truly and sincerely mourn 
over any case of suffering brought to 


their immediate notice.

Fahr- 
enheit, and without contact with 
the flames, without noise or smell, 
in a lucent white heat, all the Hquid mate- 
rial is promptly evaporated. In an hour’s 
‘time there is left but a few pounds of 
ashes, which are gathered in an urn, pre- 
gerved in the crematory, given to the 
friends for burial, or, more fitting and 
beautiful it seems to me, Scattered upon 
the grass—and nature has accomplished 
in one hour by fire what it would take 
from twelve to sixty years to accom- 
plis® by inhumation.”

New Douglass is a little place in Madison 
County, with 700 or 800 inhabitants. It 
contains five saloons and every local elec- 
tion there is a bitter fight.on the question 
of local option. The saloon and anti-saloon 
people are prettily evenly divided, but as a 
rule the liquor men have come out on top. 
They did the last election, and that has 
caused the trouble. 

There are a number of young men in the 
town of somewhat convivial habits and 
naturally they have loafed about the drink- 
ing places altogether too much to suit the 
ideas of their mothers. One young man, 
Jefferson Starns by name, who is under 21 
years of age, has gained unusual notoriety 
by his lurid carrer and his case served as 
the brand to set the fire a-hurning.

FETHICS. 

By way of preface to The Ethics of the 
Ancient Hebrews” Mr. Wm. M. Bryant 
gave in summary form his interpretation ot 
what he calls the national epic of the He- 


brews. True, it is an epic only in germ and 
consists of the story of Jacob-Israel. Nev- 
— it presents in vivid outline the 
struggle through which, as seen in the per- 
son of its progenitor, the Hebrew people 
emerged from a primitive non-ethical 
stage of consciousness to a C and ex- 
alted sense of right and duty. 

Mr. Bryant then discussed the interrela- 
tion of law and prophesy as furnishing a 
clew to the development of the ethical con- 
sciousness of this people. The Ten Com- 
mandments constitute the nucleus of all 
their law and the germ of all their prophesy, 
and it is especially interesting to notice 
the predominance of the ethical quality in 
these Ten Words,“ dating back as they 
do from the time of Mosés, the founder of 
the nation. 

The basis of all is the idea of direct per- 
sonal rule on the part of the national Cod.
